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One  Breton  investigator  has  affirmed 
that  Welab  vox  the  Impuage  of  the 
Titanr,  while  ai.ci.er  has  explicitly

‘ Batoni,  Jupiter  and  the  other  princi¬ 
pal  gods  of  heathen  antiquity."  Upon 
■o  obscure  a  point  we  may.  perhaps,  be 
allowed  to  retain  onr  doubts,  nor  are 
we  called  upon  to  bow  with  absolute 
deference  to  the  conclusion  arrived  at 
by  a  more  modern  Cymric  scholar  that 
the  scheme  of  Dante’s  "Divine  Corn- 
media"  is  dne  to  Celtic  sources.  No 
one.  however,  would  dream  of  contest¬ 
ing  that  to  the  Cymric  branch  of  the 
Celtic  race  we  owe  the  origin  of  the 
Arthurian  legend. 

We  do  not  know  whether  it  will  be 
one  of  tbs  duties  of  the  Welsh  uniyersi  ry 
to  endeavor  to  revive  the  real,  unadul¬ 
terated  Celtic  literi. ry  imuiucu*  and  to 
purge  and  parity  them  from  the  aoore- 
tksm  das  tn  foreign  iwfloeWce.  We 
should  be  disposed  to  say  that  Celtic 
sohokrahip  will  he  more  beneficial  and 
more  sueceasfully  employed  in  collect¬ 
ing  tbe  indications  of  tbe  influence  ex¬ 
ercised  by  the  Celtic  spirit  over  the 
English  language,  English  romance  and 
English  ways  of  thought  during  the 
very  period  when  it  was  supposed  to 
have  been  repressed,  if  not  wholly  de¬ 
stroyed.  Criticism,  too,  will  have  abun¬ 
dant  work  on  its  hands  in  seeking  to 
separate  tbe  authentic  from  the  spari- 
nus  in  the  alleged  writings  of  tbe  earlier 
Welsh  baida.

the  editorabip  of  Mr.  Jopes,  Mr.  Ed¬ 
ward  Williams,  known  locally  as  Ed¬ 
ward  of  Glamorgan,  and  Dr.  Owen 
Pugh.  But  though  77  poems  are  there 
ascribed  to  Taliesin,  Mr.  Stephens  con¬ 
siders  that  57  of  them  are  demonstrably 
spurious  and  that  only  IS  of  them  arc 
probably  genuine— that  is  to  say,  be¬ 
long  to  the  age  to  which  they  are  attrib-j 
a  ted.  Few  scholars,  howerer,  would  be 
prepared  to  challenge  the  assertion  of 
Renan  that  the  sixth  century  was  the 
golden  age  of  Cymric  literature,  though 
its  first  epoch  is  usually  taken  to  start 
from  still  remoter  times  and  to  extend 
to  the  date  of  tbe  Norman  conquest, 
bat  it  is  not  till  the  chronicle  of  Cara- 
doc,  a  somewhat  dry  record,  recalling 
in  Its  general  scheme  the  more  famous 
Anglo- Bax  on  chronicle.  To  the  same  pe¬ 
riod  belongs  the  ohOnicle  of  Geoffrey  of 
Moxttnontk  Bub  a*  though  a  Welshman 
by  birth,  the  Bishop  of  8t  Asaph  elect¬ 
ed  to  write  in  Latin,  we  presume  that 
however  Interesting  and  im- 
port a« t,  would  not  be  claimed  by  true 
Welahmwi  as  a  portion  of  Celtio  litera¬ 
ture.

Brian  Born  was  tbe 
Irish  monarch  who  was  killed  in  the 
great  battle  at  Clontarf  in  the  year 
1014  A.  D.  Brian  left  his  harp  and  his 
crown  to  his  spa  Donagh,  who  succeed¬ 
ed  os  king.  Soon  after  Donagh  was  de- 
d  by  a  warlike  nephew  and  was 
forced  to  retire  to  Rome.  He  took  his 
father's  crown  and  harp  with  him,  and 
they  were  kept  in  the  Vatican  collection 
for  several  centuries,  the  crown,  which 
is  of  massive  hammered  gold,  being  still 
numbered  among  tbe  pope's  treasures. 
The  harp,  however,  was  .vent  to  Henry 
VIII,  and  he  presented  it  to  the  first 
earl  of  Clanricarde.  It  was  deposited  in 
the  museum  mentioned  in  the  opening 
the  year  1879.  Tbe  harp  is  82  Inches 
bi»;b.  and  of  goed  workmanship,  the 
carving  on  l he  oak  frame  being  equal  to 
anything  that  could  t>e  do«>e  today.
